We deplore 
the IO-JM-S of Captain Tboinann aud three 
sailors killed and ISoynebiirg and two 
sailois severely wounded.

An Irishman once referred to what has 


been culled pseudo memory as tho memory 
that ho had of things that never happened 
to him, but ii more exact definition tells 
us that it consists in the belief that a new 
state has been previously experienced, so 
that when tho state is produced for the 
iij-Kt tn'no it seems familiar. Or, as Wen- 
dell Holmes says, "All nt once a conviction 
Hashes upon us that wo have been in the 
Kamo precise circumstances as at tho pres- 
ent instant onco or many times before" 
n sort of feeling that makes somo people 
think they uro ghosts. Ho adds jocularly 
that tho feeling cannot bo tho memory of 
a previous state of existence, for ho gives 
tho case of iv student who, when blitcking 
his shoes, had the conviction thnt he had 
often done so Ixifore, and ho mentions as 
an explanation tho fact of the brain being 
u double organ. Ono side of the brain ro- 
ceh es tho impression before tho other, and 
in tho second case there is the memory of 
the first impression. But to this view it 
may bo objected that there is a conviction 
that tho former state was experienced a 
long timo before, sometimes, too, with tho 
belief that it occurred in a remote and oth- 
erwise forgotten \ ;ist. 
Sometimes, no 


doubt, there, is tm actual memory of 
dreams. The latter is most often tho case, 
when some incident during the day recalls 
n, dream of the previous night that had 
been forgotten on awakening in the morn- 
ing. 
Another explanation founded on tho 


theory of hereditary memory is not impos- 
sible. Tliis would include tho case, of the 
student who blacked his shoes. From a 
Kcientillc point of view this explanation is 
perfectly rational. 


A memory of things that OUT ancestors 


have done is consistent with strict reason- 
ing, 
imd we have something almost 


amounting to memory of this kind in tho 
case of animal1!. Darwin tells of dogs that 
were taken to Central America and taught 
to hunt deer in u particular way, and tho 
progeny of these dogs, when they were 
tnken out without their parents', hunted 
at onco according to the particular method 
without being trained. 


This kind of memory occurs in different 


forms. A sudden turn of tho road in a 
htrnngo country brings us face to face. 
with a landscape that seems fnmiliar. 
Meeting ti person for tlic ilrst time, we 
fed as it' we hud already t-een him. Head- 
ing a book that we have, never heen before, 
tho thoughts or the Itinguage, or both, 
si-em as if they had already been presented 
to tho mind.' Again, a funeral service, a 
procession or mine pageant, all at onco tho 
\\hole scene seems familiar. 


Many remarkable cases of this kind of 


i mi mnry are told. An inhabitant of New 
j England, when on )i visit to England, 
! went to see. tho homo of his ancestors. Ho 
thought he recognized the village church 
and tho landscape, but he belii'\edhe must 
iia\e fcon n picture of them before, llow- 


i ever, on passing through tho churchyard 


I his attention was especially attracted by a 


noon nt I tombstone on which tho name inscribed 


seemed familiar. On inquiry he discovered 
that tho young girl who was buried there 
had been engaged to ono of his ancestors, 
who, according to an account given in u 
book written on tho family, used often to 
pay visits to tho tomb of his loved one. 
Hereditary memory is tho only clew in 
tills cu.se, If wo except a vivid imagina 
lion. A similar story is told of a- York- 
shirenmn who went on a visit to Somerset 
and 11 lore rccogni/i-d und remembered well 
hunting the red doer. Ho had ne\ or done 
so himself before, but his father had hunt- 
ed tho red deer in Somerset for several 
years in the early part of his life. 


A celebrated artist tells u, story of how, 


when he was playing with pencil and pa- 
per, he suddenly began to draw u portrait 
of a fuco that bo seemed to remember. But 
he never discovered^ tho original until 
when, on u visit to a country house, ho 
discovered the face among the portraits of 
the ancestors of tho family. On inquiry ho 
found that his grandfather had once been 
engaged to bo married to tho girl, but had 
been obliged to give her up on the pressure 
of her relatives. 


Dr. Arnold Pick tells of a man who had 


chronic attacks of pseudo memory. When- 
ever he was present at a social gathering 
or visited any place that was new to him, 
the incident, with all its familiar circum- 
stances, appeared so familiar thnt ho wan 
convinced of having received the same im- 
pressions bcforo or having been surround- 
ed with tho same objects under tho same 
conditions of weather, etc. If ho under- 
took any new occupation, he seemed to 
have gone through it at somo previous 
timo and under similar conditions. This 
feeling sometimes appeared at tho time, 
sometimes at the end of a few hours, and 


will | sometimes not until tho next day, but al- 


ways with great, distinctness. In this case 
an explanation may perhaps ho found in 
tho man's possession of a very powerful 
imagination, which, being constantly ex- 
ercised OB* a number of possible situa- 
tions, led to tho recognition afterward of 
similarities in actual experience. 


As an examination in other cases it may 


be that there is an actual memory of events 
that occurred in early childhood and re- 
mained for n long time forgotten by the 
individual himself and his friends. Car- 


Tha Western American Specimen* Adral- 


ntbly'Adapted For Their 1'urpoges. 
Whilo tho weHtern American river steam- 


er may bo improved in Bomo minor points, 
It is, in general design und construction, 
admirably fitted for the f*;ullar work that 
it has to do. Considered from a strictly 
engineering standpoint, it is a crcdltablo 
structure. Furthermore, it) -is a striking 
example of the survival of the fittest'. 


In comparing the advances which have 


been made in the ocean and American 
lake marine with those on the western riv- 
ers, tho latter have generally been made, to 
appear in an unfavorable light. The fact, 
however, has bctjn overlooked in most 
cases that tho conditions of service are 
radically different, and 'these differences 
necessitate, in fact compel,.corresponding 
differences in tho character of tho steam- 
ers. Tho boilers and engines of the mag- 
nificent OCCIIH liners would Iw as much out 
of place and would faro as disastrously on 
the western river steamboat as would the 
machinery of the latter if transferred to 
ocean service. Machinery essentially sim- 
ilar to that employed on t-he. American 
lakes has been tried many times on west- 
ern rivers. Largo sums of money ha\e 
been spent on experiments, and the result 
has always been failure. LJven the \ertical 
engine has been abandoned. Burring un- 
important details, the machinery of tho 
western river steamer is pro-ominontly

It is not uncommon for tho boats to run 


aground, and it is still more common for 
the cargo on board to be badly distributed. 
Bither of theso conditions will cause an 
immediate distortion of tho entire steamer, 
and tho machinery is thrown out of line. 
Tho j>eculiar typo of engines employed 
standstills se\ero serUeo without injury 
or derangement. 


Tho accepted typo of machinery is w> 


simple and reliable that it can be handled 
satisfactorily by a small number of men, 
and these need not necessarily he highly 
skilled, nor of long experience. This is of 
some importance in viow of the fact thnt 
tho months of idleness render it difficult to 
retain tho best men, and that it is always 
necessary to keep tho salary account down. 
Experiment has demonstrated that tho 
saving in fuel duo to improved machinery 
does not, as a rule, compen^vto for the 
drawbacks accompanying its use, such us 
increased weight, space occupied, greater 
first cost and loss reliability.—W. If. Bryan 
iu Cabsier's Magazine.

Why There Are No V«ry Ancient Speol- 


ineu* Nuw In llxlutouc*. 


According to M. Bertlu'lot, the celebrat- 


ed scientist- historian, there are no very 
ancient pesvrls in existence, for which a 
sufllcient reakon is found in the fact that 
pearls, unlike precious stones, are destruc- 
tible. They discolor and disintegrate. The 
pearl is not mentioned by Burner or Herod- 
otus, ho states. It begins*to appear in 
the time of Alexander—that is, of the con- 
quest of the east, and it is about this time 
that the name Margarita—that is to say, 
Pearl—is first given to women. Not a 
great deal is known about the value attrib- 
uted by the ancients to particular warlg. 
The one that Cleopatra drank was valued 
at $200,000 modern money. Mention is 
made by Pliny of a practice pf Clodins, 
son of the actor J^sop, who gave his guests 
dissolved pearls to drink. 


The Romans appreciated tho pearl, and 


after the growth of luxury began to have 
its usual effect in diminishing the birth 
rate, ono of the laws against'celibacy pro 
vided that no childless woman,or spinster 
should wear pearls under tho age of 55. 
Pearls arc prominent In the royal toilets of 
Europe. Catherine de Mrdicis was said to 
hn\e tho finest pearls in Europe. 
When 


sho married Henri, duo d'Orleans, Francis 
I presented to her two great pearls weigh- 
ing fhe grams each. She afterward pre- 
seiitul these to Marie tithart, who, while 
queen of France, had them setr in the 
parures familiar in her pot-traits. At that 
queen's full the pearls were captured by 
Morton and sent to London. Catherine in- 
structed her (iinbassudor to buy then1, but 
they wore bought by Kliziibeth for 12,000 
crov, us. 


At that time pearls cut a leading figure 


in woman's dress. The gmit rfeeves were 
decorated with them. The favorite orim 
meiit, hov, ever, was the paternoster ein 
bracing the waist, then haiigliig'down In 
front to the bottom of this Fkirt.

One of'tlii'St1, t 
be met with nowhere in tho world save ii 
North Carolina, is scientifically clnsslfle 
tisDimuia musclpuln, but Is colloqulull 
known as "Venus' flytrap." 


In appearance the extraordinary plan 


is j ri'tty, but 
unassuming, the 
leafless 


(lower stem running from six to eight 
inches in height imd fuirimnuited by a 
cluster of five petaled 1Uo¥M)nity rising 
erect like a rosettelike bed of leaves. - It !fc 
in t lie edge of the leaves that the death 
dealing apparatus Is set, for this mudist 
little plant, which is so delicate that it die.s 
of the slightest injury to root or stem, sus- 
tains Us life by fiedlng upon the unwary 
insects tlmt chance to alight upon its 
leaves, enticing them to their destruction 
by exuding from t he edges of its fatal traps u 
viscous fluid, somewhat resembling honej. 


Tho traps consist of two soft, velvety 


leaves, fringed With delicate .bpistH's 
liinped together on one sidV'."' 'Th 
peeling fly, lured by tho honey, alights on 
these bri.stlis in anticipation ol a feast, but 
at the first touch of Its feet the hinges 
close, the two leavis c«ne together, the 
bristle* interlock, and the hapless insoet Is 
imprisoned in n, cell from which escape is 
impossible. 


Under the stimulus of the victim's 


struggles the tijiy glands with which tho 
inner walls of the trap are furnished j.our 
forth a hcoretion whieh Dtumin analysed 
as a vegetable gas-trio juice, resembling; 
that which insures digestion in animal 
life. 
Under the influence of this curious 


fluid tho fly is actually digested ulivc, and, 
Us juices being extracted, the trapdoors 
arc reopened and tho skeleton is flung out. 


The scientists declare that the pl«mt un- 


questionably lives upon the. juices of its 
victims, but ono or two expert floKlsts Ijaka 
exception to this statement. .It Is ^vortliy 
of note that, although the linblt of 
plant is carnivorous, experiments have 
proved that it lives longer and thrives bet- 
ter when so inclosed that no insects can 
reach it, a superabundance of its favorite 
diet apparently rendering It even moro del 
Icato than it, Is by nature. TJio s^of inus 
clcs controlling its leaves uro ,«uid io re- 
semble those of tho human eyelids.—De- 
signer. 


Megrim. 


Megrim, or migraine, is a, species of 


nervous headache affecting only one side, of 
or ono defined spot on the head—tho fore 
head and temple—and is generally the re- 
sult of dxbility. It is a periodic disease 
appearing and disappearing at irregular j 
intervals, and may bo induced by tho same 
ca uses as give rise to hysteria and ague. 
Tho immediate attack of megrim headache 
may lw relieved by the application of flan- 
nel or sponge, soakod In hot water, or by 
tho continuous application of ice over tho 
part. The affection, which is often a very 
Iiainful one, Is likely to be removed by tho 
improvement of the general health arid 
strength, by good diet, air and exercise, and 
by the use of bark iron and other tonics. 
A large dose of quinine—flvo or six gjalns i 
—repeated two or three times ii» the course j 
of 24 hours will generally out short an at*} 
tack of megrim.—New York Ledger.

London, Aug. 10.— The News' corre- 


spondent in Pretoria states that a plot to 
shoot nil the British oliicers then- and to 
make Lord Itoberts a prisoner has been 
discovered. The plot is believed to have 
been the outcome of a conspiracy of 
vhich Johannesburg's attempted rising 
VUK the first indication. 


Everything was prepared in tho plot to 


innkc LoixLKoberts a prisoner and shoot 
the British officers, and the conspiracy 
»vas only discovered nt the last moment. 
The conspirators numbered about 15. 
TJuy had planned to set fire to the 
houses in the extreme western part ol 
(he city, hoping that the troops would 
lie concentrated there. 
The plan was 


that then the conspirators were forcibly 
to enter all houses occupied by British 
oflicers, these having been previously 
marked, and to kill the occupants. 


All the Boer sympathizers were ac- 


quainted with the plot, and several luu: 
been told off to secure the person of Lore 
Huberts and to hurry with him to the 
nearest commando. Horses had been ob 
lained for this purpose. 


Then the UriiUh learned the names ol 


the ringleaders, who were put under ar- 
rest. The affair has created a tremen- 
dous sensation.

Julia Tuft Buy no contributes mi article 


to St. Nicholas on "Willie and Tad Lin- 
oolii," who were phi) mates of her brother 
during tho time that they lived in tho 
White House. Mrs. Bayno says: Willie 
Lincoln was the most lovable boy I ever 
knew—sensible, sweet tempered and gen- 
tle mannered. He was ruther fair, with 
blue gray eyes, while Tad hud quick, dark 
eyes und a flery temper. Though very af- 
fectionate when ho chose, Tad was un- 
yieiuiug in his dislikes. His peculiar de- 
fect of speech made it difficult for stran- 
gers to understand him, but those who 
suw him every day had no difficulty. 


Tho two Lincoln boys were then a little 


over 10 and 8 years of age, my two broth- 
ers being a year or two older. The elder, 
Horatio, or Budd, as ho was always call- 
ed, was fair, like Willie Lincoln, whilo 
Hally was dark. This resemblance of tho 
two pairs of boys was often remarked 
upon. 


Willie and Tad were two healthy, rol- 


licking western boys, who had never been 
accustomed to restraint. The notice which 
their father's exalted station brought upon 
them was at-times distasteful. Willie onco 
said: "Wasn't there ever a president who 
had children before? I wish they wouldn't 
stare at us so." 


The first time they went to church with 


us Willie said: "Will ho pray for us, do 
you think? Preachers always pray so long 
for pa." Dr. Smith did pray for them, as 
ho recognised them in our pew. Willie's 
cheeks grow very red, but Tad was sitting 
on the floor of the pew and heeded not. ] to 
was so uneasy that ho always snt on tho 
floor a good part of the service, drawing 
pictures and amusing himself with what- 
ever he could find in his pockets. 


On another Sunday, when he was un- 


usually restless, a young olliccr friend of 
ours gave him a knife, which he thought 
Tad would not open, but ho did and cut 
his finger, and I had to do it up in my 
best embroidered handkerchief. 


On this occasion I was goaded to sny: 


"I'll 
never take you to church again, 


Thomas Lincoln"—he hated of all things 
to be called Thomas. "1 just suffer ago- 
nies all the time." "Well," said Tad, 
"wasn't Willie, sitting up there, good as 
pie, and you poked me with your toe.?"

A wib the visitor may not 
be, hut he is certain to be the other in ono 
way or another, und his purpose in com- 
ing here can hiivo little in common with 
the hurly burly be has but just, left out 
there on Fleet street. The tide of affairs 
has left him stranded on an oasis of j,eciil- 
iar charm—a low ceilinged room, brown 
as an old meerschaum, heavily raftered 
and carrying to the sensitive nostril tho 
scent of ages, the inrtuscrilialilo aroma in- 
separable from these haunts of geniality; 
wide windows, white c.m-tnincd on two 
sides and smiling upon tin: newcomer; tho 
merry glow of tho lire in the old pirate, 
lllrting tiny flames upward that caress the 
steaming, singing kettle hanging just 
above. 


Tho old copper scuttle glints with tho 


fitful gleams upon its burnished, l-i:dgy 
sides; tho floor spread abundantly with 
sawdust softens the sounds of footfalls.

An Unhappy Queen. 


A splendid Georgian clock, which rears 


its majestic head almost from floor to ceil- 
ing, is owned by Lady, Alston. 


In the ormolu and silver repousse face 


is a mysterious looking curtain, which, 
drawn up by an ingenious arrangement 
every three hours, or at anytime on touch- 
ing a spring, reveals, with au appropriate 
village, background, a set of tiny watteau 
figures, of which ono in tho foreground is 
dancing a jig to iho beating of a drum and 
the music of violins. 


This old clock has an interesting histor- 


ical record, it having been presentexl by 
George III to his sister, who became the 
bride of Christian VII of Denmark. 


The story of poor Caroline Matilda is a 


sad one. It is said that immediately on 
landing she was required to exchange her 
English for Banish attendants, even her 
faithful dresser being taken from her. Who 
can wonder that the young princess was 
not happy with an unsympathetic hus- 
iKind or be surprised that she should have 
valued the sympathy and attention of oth- 
ers, and, notably of the famous Minister 
Strucnzcu, who, with his colleague Brandt, 
was destined, through a palace intrigue., 
to the ruck and the scaffold;1 It is a dismal 
tale, whichever way we regard it, hut wo 
may, 
with confidence, reject as false tho 


stories invented at the time to Caroline 
Matilda's prejudice. A British squadron 
rescued the queen from her prison at Klsi- 
norc and conveyed her to Hanoverian ter- 
ritory, 'where she soon succumbed, with 
the aid, it was darkly rumored, of a spe- 
cially prepared cup of chocolate.—Phila- 
delphia Ledger. 


The year 1816 was known throughout 


the United States and Europe as the cold- 
est ever experienced by any person then 
Ihinp. 
There are persons in northern 


New York who have been in the hablfc of 
keeping diaries for years, and it is from 
tho pages of an old diary, begun in 1810 
and kept unbroken until 1840, that the 
following information regarding this year 
without a summer has been taken: 


January was so mild that most persons 


allowed their flros to go out and did not 
burn wood except for cooking. There were 
a few cool days, but thuy were very few. 
Most of the time tho air was warm and 
springlike. February was not cold. Some 
days were colder than any in January, but 
the weather was about the same. Starch, 
from tho list to the Oth, was inclined to be 
windy. It came in like a small lion and 
wont out like a very innocent sheep. 


April came in warm, but us the days 


grew longer the air became colder, and by 
the 1st of May the.ro was a temperature 
like that of winter, with plenty of snow 
and ice. In May the young buds wore 
frozen dead, ico formed half an inch thick 
on ponds and rivers, corn was killed, und 
the cornfields were planted again and 
again, until it became too late to raise a 
crop. By tho last of May in this climate 
tho trees arc usually in leaf and birds and 
flowers arc plentiful. 
When tho last of 


May arrived in 1810, everything had been 
killed by the cold. 


.1 line was tho coldest mouth of roses over 


experienced in this latitude. Frost and ico 
were us common as buttercups usually arc. 
Almost every green thing was killed. All 
fruit was destroyed, fcjuow i'ell ten inches 
deep in Vermont. There was u seven inch 
snowfall in Maine, ji throe inch fall in the 
interior of New York state and the sumo 
in Massachusetts. There wore only u few 
moderately warm days. 1C very body looked, 
longed and waited for warm weather, but 
warm weather did not come. It was also 
dry; very little rain fell. All summer long 
the wind blew steadily from tho nortli in 
blasts laden with .snow and ice. Mothers 
knit sucks of double thickness for their 
children and made thick mittens. Plant 
ing and shivering were done together, and 
the farmers who worked out their taxes on 
the country roads wore overcoats and init- 
leris. On June 17 there was a heavy fall of 
snow. A Vermont farmer sent a flock of 
sheep to pasture on June lii. The morning 
of the 17th 
dawned \\itli tho thermometer 


below the free/ing point. 
At about 9 


o'clock in the morning the owner of the 
sheep started to look up his (lock. 
Before 


leavin;: homo he turned to his wife and 
said jokingly: 


"Better start tho neighbors wion. It's 


tin) middle of June, und i may get lost, in 
| tho snow."

An hour after he left homo a terrible 


| snowstorm cainn tip. The snow fell thick 


and fast, and as there was so much wind 
the fleecy 111'1,-v.s piled in great drifts along 
the \\ind\\ard side of the fences and out- 
buildinifs. 
Xight came, und the farmer 


had not been heard of. 
Ills wife became 


frightened und alarmed the neighborhood. 
All the neighbors joined tho searching 
party. 
On tho third day they found him. 


He was lying in u hollow on a side hill 


j with both feet frozen. He was half co\ere< 


with snow, but alive. Most of tho sheet 
were l<»:t. 


A farmer near Tewksbury, Vt., ownei 


a large Held of corn. He built fires arount 
the' field to keep off the frost. Nearly cver.v 
night he and his men look turns in keep- 
ing up the lirt's and watching that tins corn 
did not freeze. 
Tho farmer was rewarded 


for his tireless labors by having tho only 
crop of corn i:i the region. 


July came in with Ceo and snow. On 


the, Fourth of July ico as thick as window 
glass formed throughout New England, 
Ne\v York and in some parts of thi> state. 
of Pcunsyhania. Indian corn, which in 
some parts of tiio east hud struggled 
through May and Juno, gave up, froze. 
and died. 


To tho surprise of everybody August 


proved tho worse month of all. Almost 
every green thing in this country and Ku- 
ropo was blasted with frost. 
Snow fell nt 


Bnrnet, 30 miles from London, on Aug. 30. 
Newspapers received from England stated 
that 1810 would be remembered by tho ex- 
isting generation as tho year in which 
there was no summer. 
Very little corn 


ripened in New England. There was great 
privation, and thousands of persons would 
havo perished in this country had it not 
boon for tho abundunua of flsh and wild 
game. 


In direct contrast with 1S1G appears Ihu 


year 1827-8, when there was no winter. 
Captain Daniel Lyon, who died some years 
ago in Burlington, Vt., used to rrlate his 
experience in 1857-8. He was a walking 
encyclopedia of local events. Ho said: "I 
knew but one season when winter was al- 
most like summer, the winter of 1827-8. 1 
was running the steamboat General Green 
between Burlington, Vt., and Port Kent 
and Pluttsburg, N. Y., and during the 
year there was not a bit,of ico in the whole 
lake from ono end to the other. 
Thy old 


Lake Champlain 
Steamboat company 


hauled out tho steamboats Phoenix and 
Congress, and hardly a bit of ice appeared 
in Shelhurno bay, near Burlington, during 
the winter. 


"The Phoenix had a new engine built in 


Albany, and tho whole outfit had to be 
carried from that city to Shelburnc harbor 
by teams through tho mud. At Mlddla- 
bury, Vt., tho mud was more than a foot 
deep. 


A. VISIT TO SCOTLAND. 


HI* 
Hutton'B Recollection* of 


First Trip to That Country. 


Laurence Uutton's recollections of his 


!x>yhootl are in St. Nicholas under tho title 
of "A Boy I Know." His earliest visit to 
Scotland was made when he was but 4 or 
5 years of ago and long before he had as- 
sumed tho dignity of trousers or had been 
Bent to school. His father had gone to the 
old home at St. Andrews hurriedly, upon 
tno receipt of the news of the serious ill- 
ness of the boy's grandmother, who died 
before they reached her. 
Naturally tho 


hoy has little recollection of that sad 
month of December, spent in his grand- 
mother's house, except that it was sad. 
Tho weather wus cold and wet; the house, 
even under ordinary circumstances, could 
not have been a very cheerful ono for u 
youngster who had no companions of his 
own age. It looked out upon the German 
ocean—which at that time of the year was 
always in a rage, or in the sulks, and the 
house wus called Peep o' Day, because 
it received tho very ilrst rays of the sun as 
ho rose upon the British isles. 


Tho boy's chief amusement was the feed- 


ing of Hour scones and oatcakes to an 
old goat that lived in the neighborhood 
and the daily walks with his grandfather, 
who seemed to find some little comfort and 
entertainment in his grandson's childish 
prattle. He was then almost tho only 
grandchild, and the old man wus very 
proud of his manner and appearance and 
particularly amused at certain gigantic 
efforts on the boy's part to adapt his own 
short legs to tho strides of his senior's 
long ones. 


After they had interviewed tho goat, and 


had watched the wrecks with which tho 
wild shore was strewn, and had inspected 
the castle in ruins and tho ruins of tho 
cathedral the boy would gaze upon his 
grandmother's new made grave, and his 
own name in full—a common name in tho 
family—upon the family tomb in tho old 
kirkyurd—all of which must have been 
very cheering to the boy, although ho 
could not read it for himself. 


And then—which was 
better—they 


woidd stand hand in hand for n time in 
front of a candy shop window, in which 
was displayed a little regiment of lead sol- 
diers marching in double flle toward an 
imposing and unconquerable lead fortress 
on the heights of barley sugar. Of this 
spectacle they never tired, and they used to 
discuss how the boy would arrange them 
if they belonged to him, with a sneaking 
hope on tho Iwy's part tliat some day they 
were to be his very own. 


At the urgent request of the grandfather 


tho American contingent remained in St. 
Andrews until tho end of the year, and 
the boy still remembers vividly, and he 
will never forget, the dismal failure of 
"Auld Lang Syne" as sung by the family 
with clasped hands as the clock struck and 
tho nowyeur begun. He sat up for tho oc- 
casion, or rather was waked up for the oc- 
casion, and of all that family group ho has 
been, for a decade or more, the only sur- 
vivor. 
The mother of tho house was but 


lately dead, the eldest sou and his son wore 
going the next, day to tho other Hide of tin: 
world, and every voice broke before 
familiar verse came to an end.

The Indian Wuy of Driving. 


Commenting on the attempt made by 


the tfo%eminent in ISIS7 to civilize the, 
prairie Indians by supplying them with 
tho garb and food of the white man, Colo- 
nel Hob Dodtfo of DodRO City says: "Tho 
authorities sent tho Indians thousands of 
sacks of Hour, pantaloons in abundance 
und a big lot of stiff rimmed hats bound 
around the edge with tin or Uerman silver 
to hold the rim in shape. 
They also sent 


them a few light running ambulances. 
Tho savages, to show their appreciation of 
these magnanimous gifts from the 'great 
father,' throw tho Hour on the prairie in 
order to get tho sacks for breechc.louts. 
They cut out tho seats of tho pantaloons, 
and they cut the crown off tho lu.ts and 
used tin-in as playthings, shying them in 
the air, like a white boy does u flat stone, 
to seo them sail away. 


"Tho ambulances they wore proud of. 


The government neglected to pond any 
harness with them, so the Indians manu- 
factured their own. They did not under- 
stand anything about linos, and instead 
they drove with a quirt, or short whip. 
When the near horse would go too much 
'gee,' they whipped up tho off horse, and 
when he would go too much 'haw' they 
pounded away at tho near horse again, 
and so vice versa all the time. This unique 
manner of driving kept the pour animals 
in a dead run most of the time. 


"I remember taking a ride with Little 


Raven, chief of the Arapahocs. At first we 
started off gently, but his ponies did not go 
straight, so he kept tapping them, now the 
off horse, then the near, until finally he 
got them on a rapid gallop, and I thought 
at ono time my head would surely pop up 
through the roof of the ambulance. 
The 


country was very level, fortunately, or 1 
don't know wlmt would have been the out- 
come."—Kansas City Journal.

Hammers. 


Hammers are represented on the monu- 


ments of Egypt 20 centuries before our 
era. They greatly resembled the hammers 
now In use, save that there were no claws 
on the back for the extraction of nails. 
The Ilrst hammer was undoubtedly a stono 
held in the hand. Claw hammers woro in- 
vented some time during the middle ngos. 
Illuminated manuscripts of the eleventh 
century represent carpenters with claw 
hammers. Hammers arc of all sizes, from 
the dainty instruments used by tho jewel- 
er, which weigh less than half an ounce, 
to the gigantic 5& ton hammer of ship- 
building establishments, some of which 
weigh as much as 50 tons and have a fall- 
ing force of fvomOOtolOO. Every trade 
has its own hammer and its own way of 
using it.

CHIEFS AT VARIANCE. 


/ 
Controversy Over the Construction of 


Cruisers to go Before Sec. Long. 


The controversy iu the board of bu- 


reau chiefs of the navy department over 
he plans of the three protected cruisers 
authorized by the current naval appro- 
>riatioia bill is to be carried before the 
icoretary of the navy upon his return to 
Washington. 


The board consists of Admiral Mel- 


dlle, Admiral Hichborn, Admiral Brad 
'ord, Admiral O'Neill, and Capt. Sigs- 
Liee. The members of the board, with 
the exception of Admiral Hichbom, 
chief of tho bureau of construction, 
lave agreed on tho general plans for the 
ships of 9,00u tone, displacement; the 
ships to be unsheathed, to carry 4 inch 
armor, and to be of 22 knots speed. 
Admiral Hichborn dissects completely 
Irom the plans, and will make a iniuori- 
y report, recommending the construc- 
tion of three sheathed cruisers of 8,000 
tons displacement, the ships making 23 
knots speed. Ho will contend that the 
language of the law, which provides for 
"protected cruiserb" of 8,000 tons did- 
placement, does not contemplate 9,000 
ton ships, and that the law contains no 
provision for armor. Moreover, be will 
contend that the ships leconmsended by 
other members of the board cannot bj 
built within the limit of the appropria- 
tion, $2,800,000 


Tte other member) of Ihe board will 


contend that the word "protected" does 
not exclude tho uso of armor, and is, in 
fact, an indefinite term which only 
means that tho protection to bo placed 
upon tho ship is not to bo as heavy ns 
that which ivould go on an armored 
cruiiser. Tho protected armor of a bat- 
tleship is equivalent to about 25 per 
cent, the weight, 
and 
of armored 


cruisers about 18 per cent, 
of the 


weight. The armor for the cruisers 
proposed by them is only equivalent to 
about 8 per cent, of their weight. They 
also maintain that the laws of congress 
lelative to the tonnage of ships^ does 
not literally hold the department down 
to the figure named, bat that it has al- 
wajs been the practice to build tho best 
ships for the money appropriated. 
In 


this connection they instance the case 
of tho Iowa, which has a tonnage ex- 
ceeding by 27 per cent, that named in 
the act which authorized her construc- 
tion. The result of the contest between 
vho bureau chiefs is awaitel with great 
interest by naval officers.

Marines to be Supplied With 


Krag-Jorgenson Arms.

The United States marines are to be 


equipped withkrag joigensen rifles and 
bayonets, aud the marine guards of the 
various ships and the bluejackets are 
rapidly being supplied with the same 
arm. 


For several j ears past visitors to the 


yard have been impressed with the vic- 
ious looking knife bayonet carried by 
the marines when on guard duty. 
In- 


stead the marine sentries will wear a 
scabbard and the long, sword-like bay- 
onet made familiar by the regular army 
regiments. 


The large supply ofkrags owned by 


the government and the small number 
of Lee rifles was the most important 
reason for the adoption of the former 
arm for all. 


The supply for the equipment of the 


local marine battalion will arrive in a 
short time. 


The last marine battalion which left 


for China a couple of weeks ago was the 
first supplied with the new arm.
